Canadas Day Is Di wiaing 


fu the article appearing in this column last weck, entitled “The West's 
Rapid Growth,” a passing reference was made to President Coolidge’s state- 
ment that the Luited States must prepare for the day not far distant when it 
would become a food importing instead of a food exporting country. The 
view expressed by President Coolidge is so important, and has such a direct 
bearing on Canada’s future, that it is worthy of more extended mention and 
consideration. 


In his address, which was delivered before the Association of Land Grant 
Colleges, the President said: “Preparatior must be made for the time, fast 
approaching, when we are to be one of thé-greatest of the agricultural buy- 
ing countries. Ina few years the natural increase of population, and the in- 
evitable tendency to industrialization will place us among the nations pro- 
ducing a deficit rather than a surplus of agricultural staples. It may not be 
generally known, but even now we consume more calories of food in this 
country than we produce.” 

With the United States withdrawing from the list of nations having a sur- 
plus of food products to export, it naturally follows that the demand for Cana- 
dian food products in all foreign markets will increase, including not only 
wheat and wheat products, but all meats, fish, butter, cheese, poultry, eggs, 
fruit and vegetables. More important still is the fact that, with the United 
States forced to import tood supplies, the source of supply to which the peo- 
ple-of the republic will inevilably turn is Canada. This Dominion will be ihe 
nearest Market, transportation costs will be lower than from elsewhere, and, 
by reason of the short distance, our food products can be delivered in better 
condition than those requiring to be transported longer distances by sea and 
rail. 

These are not the only advantages wihch Canada will enjoy in catering 
to the food demands of the United States. Speaking the same language, 
with a uniform monetary system, with a more intimate knowledge of United 
States customs and tasies, the development and conduct of business will be 
easier for us than for all other foreign cogntries. 

But it is not the United States alone which will be turning to Canada for 
ever increasing food supplies. ‘The British Government is even now giving 
consideration to the appointment of an Imperial Economic Commission whose 
primary duty would be the bringing of the food commodities of the Overseas 
British Dominions more prominently before the home country consumers than 
now, and involving improvement,in marketing conditions and better systems 
of handling foodstuffs so as to avoid waste and loss. With the Wnited States 
gradually retiring from the export of foodstuffs, the work of such a Commis- 
sion should be comparatively easy, but none the less important. 

In fact it would almost appear that these developments are already tak- 
ing place. 
statement ‘showing that the use of Canadian flour has extended enormously 
in the United Kingdom at the expense of U.S. flour. The same thing is 
shown to be true in the case of Iréland, where direct imports of U.S. flour in 
1921 amounted. to 1,462,000 hundredwéighis as compared with 821,000 hun- 
dredweights from Canada, whereas during the. first nine months of 1924 the 
United States only supplied [Ireland with 416,000 cwits. while Canada supplied 
704,000 cwts. 

With the United States forced to face the necessity of withdrawing from 
ihe export of food, and, instead, to import it, Canada, on the other hand, is 
in the position of being able to enormously increase its food production in al- 
most all lines. Millions of acres of arable land still await settlement and 
cultivation, and, with the United States discouraging and largely prohibiting 
immigration, this Dominion is due to receive the necessary population to set- 
tle and develop these vacant spaces. 

Canada™~has passed through difficult periods during and since the Great 
War. It is carrying a heavy burden of war debt which can only be lightened 
by increasing the number of people to share it, and which can be ultimately 
paid off through the development of the natural wealth-producing resources of 
the Dominion. But Canada’s prospects were never brighter nor more encour- 
aging than at the present time, and those who, because of depression and dif- 
ficulties, have been discouraged, can take heart and with renewed courage 
throw themselves with energy into the work of the more prospercus era now 
dawning.

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STRUCTURE FOR 
ALL OF CANADA 


Ottawa.—In the forthcoming session 
of Parliament consideration of the 
fundamentals of a new and uniform 
rate structure will be one of the out- 
standing subjects. The intention to 
take it up is indicated in a message 
which the minister of railways has 
sent to the Brantford Board of Trade. 
That body, originally instrumental in 
launching the case that ended in the 
railway commission’s. judgment, has 
complained anew of the discrimina- 
tions resulting from the interpreta- 
tion placed upon the agreement. Mr. 
Graham, while conceding possible 
inconvenience from the suspension 
of the commission’s order, hopes that 
“a way. will be found for a re-organ- 
ization of the rate structure, applic- 
able and just to all parts of the coun- 
try.” 

The Supreane dourt has just fixed 
February 3 for arguiment on the 
Crow’s Nest appeal. Whatever the 
judgment, whether it upholds or dis- 
allows the finding of the commission, 
the evident purpose here is to have 
Parliament discuss the whole matter 
in the hope of laying a basis for a 
uniform. structure.

Japanese and U.S. Armies to Ex- 
change Language Officers 

Washington.—The Japanese and 
United States War Departments have 
entered into an arrangement for the 
exchange of language officers, who will 
be attached to regiments of the two 
armies for a period of six months. 

The arrangement was approved by 
Secretary of War Weeks, who point- 
ed out that it was the fi,rst of its kind 
ever made with Japan and was “indi- 
cative of the friendly feeling that ex- 
ists between the two war departments 
and armies.”

Attitude of America No Great Draw- 
back Says Viscount Cecil 

New York.—Viscount Cecil, of Chel- 
wood, amplified certain of his state- 
ments made at the Woodrow Wilson 
Foundation dinner, at which he was 
awarded the $25,000 peace prize. 

Referring to the effect on the Lea- 
gue of Nations, of the attitude toward 
it by the United States, Viscount Cecil 
asserts that no one in Europe now 
doubts that the League will succeed, 
even without the adherence of the 
United States. 

" “The League will Yet on without 
America,” he said. “Not as well, of 
course, but it wilt get on.” 

“One indication that Europe’s re- 
gard for the League is increasing,” 
he pointed out, “is the fact that ev rery | 
year more important statesmen sit in| 
its deliberations. This year there| 
were six premiers and eighteen for- 
eign ministers.”

While a medical examination of a 
driver is not proposed in the bill, it 
is intended that each applicant for a 
driver’s license must make a statu- 
tory declaration that he or she is in 
normal possession of all his or her 
faculties.. This is designed to rule 
out deaf persons or persons of defec- 
tive sight, also limbless persons, or 
people liable to sudden _ seizures 
which might incapacitate them for the 
time being.

Airplanes To Fight Rust 


Latest Addition to Anti-Rust Forces 
In the West 

Gradually the entire Machinery of 
Government is being lined up for the 
campaign to be launched in 1925 
against rust, the scourge which each 
year robs Canada of a nation’s ran- 
som. The latest addition to the anti- 
rust forces is the Royal Canadian Air 
Foree, which will give to the research 
staff planes and pilots wherewith to 
carry their investigations into the air. 
It has been proven by research work 
in the United States that rust spores 
move through the air. They had been 
found at very high altitudes. Much 
remains to be done, however. in this 
department of research, and with tle 
co-operation of the Royal Canadian 
Air Force, an active summer will be 
spent in 1925 endeavoring to add ito 
the knowledge of the manner-in which 
rust travels, and so on. 

The decision to place the services 
of the Air Force at the disposal of the 
rust research staff was reached re- 
cently at Ottawa, and was announced 
by Dr. J. H. Grisdale, deputy minister 
of agriquiture. The flying will be 
done in Manitoba and probably most- 
ly. in the Winnipeg district, where the 
headquarters of the research staff are 
to be located.

Our feast of love not only 
represents the desire of the Lord to 
give Himself, but represents the joy 
of the gift to us. 

“If the Savior with desire desires to 
eat this Passover With us, shall there 
be no corresponding desire in our 
hearts? Will there be no answering 
response? _ It is all he asks for—de- 
sire. It we come humbly because 
we need, because we want, because 
we desire, He will fulfil the desire of 
them that fear him. It is not only 
that He gives gracious gifis for our 
need in sorfow or temptation or sin, 
and not only that he gives love, but 
also that he gives Himself” |Hugh 
Black).
